The State 
Council appointed a committee to collaborate with 
him, and then things began to happen. 

James Russell of New Albany was a commer- 
cial artist, and Paul Manoski, a jyournalist—asso- 
ciate editor of Our Sunday Visitor. Together with 
Father Brandon, they outlined a series numbering 
literally dozens of posters, each dramatizing in 
stark symbolism one aspect of human dignity. For 
newspaper publication, the illustration was re- 
duced in size and used as an eye-catcher for a 
300-word text, written by Father Ginder. Next, 
a leaflet outline of the Mass was prepared, ex- 
emplified with six posters. 

Results? This program of the Indiana 
Knights has reached over 400 schools including 
colleges’ and universities, many convert classes 
Newman Foundations and study groups in 2 
states and seven foreign countries. 

Posters are still being run off at a monthly 
rate of 1,300. More than 130,000 Mass outlines 
have been distributed, together with 60,000 prayer 
cards, 500 large display cards, and 150,000 book- 
matches. The Dignity of Man articles have ap- 
peared in six diocesan newspapers. 

The Youth Department of NCWC used 10,000 
posters and 30,000 Mass outlines in their program 
kit. Kenrick Seminary of St. Louis and Mary 
Mance College of Toledo incorporated the Mass 
outline in their correspondence course. The en- 
tire program has been used by the radio and TV 
programs of the Archdiocese of Washington, D. C., 
The Fathers at Maryknoll and Graymoor are using 
the Mass outlines and posters. The Director of 
Vocations at Notre Dame University has distrib- 
uted 3,000 posters on the priesthood. The National 
Convention of Newman Foundations at Purdue 
University distributed 5,000 copies of the Mass 
outline. And one Kenrick seminarian, placing an 
order for Mass outlines, told the Committee he 
wanted them for distribution at his First Mass! 

Was it by coincidence that the Annual State- 
ment of the American Bishops, issued in 1953 
had as its subject, “The Dignity of Man’? (And 
Our Sunday Visitor’s pamphlet of the Statement 
has one of Jim Russell's emblems on the cover!) 
Of course, it may be that the Holy Father men- 
tioned his concern to many another American dig- 
nitary—but then, again, there is the possibility 
that this campaign of the Indiana Knights offered 
& weleome suggestion to the American Hierarchy, 

A scrapbook filled with examples of the proe 
gram was forwarded to the Moly Father, and in 
acknowledgment Mis Molingss gave his blessing 
to all who were working on the project. 

Father Brandon died on January 9, 1955—~ 
prematurely, one might say, for he was only 52, 
A series of heart attacks was aggravated by an 
automobile accident from which he never really 
recovered.

Ix February of 1953, the House of 
Representatives set aside $300,000 for the 
Un-American Activities Committee. The 
very next day, the Ford Foundation an- 
nounced that it was setting up a $15,000,000 
Fund For The Republic, ostensibly to deter- 
mine and report on the status of civil rights 
and liberties guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion, and to seek the removal of any re- 
strictions on those rights and liberties. The 
contrast between those figures was so great 
that one Congressman was prompted to 
comment: “We appropriate $300,000, to 
fight Communism, they appropriate $15, 
000,000 to fight us.” | ft 

Critics of the Fund For The Republic 
have since raised the question: “Which 
Republic?”’ 

Apparently the Fund, with its tax- 
exempt capital, is out to show that we 
Americans have nothing at all to fear from 
Communism here at home and to throttle 
any investigation of the Red menace. It 
would stop every security program with the 
argument that the Communist Party is as 
harmless: as the WCTU or the. Epworth 
League. President of the Fund is Robert M. 
Hutchins, formerly chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, highly respected educa- 
tor and even a student of Scholastic 
-~hilosophy, who addressed many Catholic 
audiences. 

But Dr. Hutchins put. on a performance 
outclassed only by that of Bishop Oxnam, 
when he appeared under oath in 1949 be- 
fore the Lllinois Seditious Activities In- 
vestigation Commission. Here is. a bit of the 
dialogue: 

“The record shows that 60-odd persons 
listed in the latest available directory of 
the University of Chicago as professors or 
professor$§ emeritus have been affiliated 
with 135 Communist-front organizations in 
465 separate affiliations. Is that not some- 
thing for which the university might well 
be. alarmed?” 

Dr. Hutchins: “I don’t see why.” 

Question: “‘Do you consider that the 
Communist Party in the United States 
comes within the scope of a clear and pres- . 
ent danger?” 

Dr. Hutchins: “I don’t think so.” 

Question: “Are you aware that the 
Communist-front organization is a part of 
the Communist movement just as much as 
the Party itself?” 

Dr. Hutchins: “No.” 

Question: “You haven't attempted to 
make a study of ‘the Communist Party?” 

Dr. Hutchins: “No, I haven’t... ” 

Question: “Is there any doubt that the 
Communist Party is a conspiratorial Fifth 
Column operated in the interests of a 
foreign state?” 

Dr. Hutchins:-“I am not instructed in 
the.subject....” 

“It is not yet established that it is sub- 
versive to be a Communist,” said Dr. 
Hutchins. And again: “As a matter of fact, 

I have never been able to find a Red pro- 
fessor.” , 

This brought questioning about Dr. 
Oscare Lange, a Pole who came here in 1937 
and became professor of economics at 
Chicago. In 1945, he returned to Red Poland 
as foreign minister, and declared that 
America was his enemy. Chicago neverthe- 
less kept him on the faculty for another 
year “on leave of absence.” 

“In view of this,’ Dr. Hutchins was 
asked, ‘“‘would Professor Lange be received 
back at the University of Chicago. . .?” 

Dr. Hutchins: “I am not acquainted 
with Professor Lange’s present views. If 
his views are now what they were when he 
went on leave of absence .. . he would be 
welcome back. I don’t know if his views are 
different now.” 

Question: “Do you recall that he made 
a statement renouncing the United States?” 

Dr. Hutchins: “I do.” |

Sivas crime is on the in- 
crease. Forty-five percent more juve- 
niles appear before the courts today 
than in 1950. Of the 19 million chil- 
dren in the U.S.A. between the ages 
of 10 to 18, nearly one million are in 
trouble with the police each year, and 
a half million appear before juvenile 
authorities. 

In 1953, 150,000 American young- 
sters were up for auto thefts. Every 
day we read in the daily press re- 
ports of vicious juvenile crimes. | 

Who has not wondered: “What ls 
the world coming to?’ whenehe notes 
a reporter’s story headlined “Innocent 
Lad Shot to Death.” .A 15 year old lad, 
just coming home from the movies, 
was mistaken for the member of a 
rival gang. He was accosted by two 
teenagers. One pulled a gun on him, 
and when he hesitated, the other took 


the gun from him, called him 
“chicken” and'then shot the boy. 
Or another story that made the 


headlines recently. The son of a pro- 
fessor from Harvard looked down on 
two women chatting and laughing 
below his window. He pulled his gun 
and shot one of them to death. Why? 
He could give no reasonable answer, 

These are extreme cases of the 
Viciousness of youth, but they bring 
to the view of the general public the 
numberless muggings, robberies and 
assaults that youth mark up on the 
police blotters. 

Authorities are at wits end in 
search for the reason for this juve- 
nue violence. Some place the blame 
on the box office theologians of Holly- 
wood who think that the brutality and 
violence of thelr movies will make 
cash registers click. There has been an 
increase of movies which have been 
banned by the Legion of Decency be- 
cause of crass brutality.

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Others lay the blame on the step of 
TV, and with much justification. On 
an ordinary night from 5 p.m. to ll 
p.m. there were 25 murders performed 
in 12 different ways, shooting galore, 
assaults, fights, violence. 

Some place the crown of blame on 
the book publishers who crowd the 
newsstands with pocketbooks filled 
with sex and violence. One author 
who glorifies this type of literature 
was reported to have sold 13 million 
copies of his book. 

Others place the blame on bad 
housing. conditions, overcrowded 
homes, slums, etc. It can be said that 
this is a:great factor in the develop- 
ment of a delinquent boy. Still 
others see the delinquent produced by 
weakened family life, caused by di- 
vorce, mothers working, etc. 

On and on the reasons flow, but 
what is not realized is that the cause 
may be more deeply rooted than it 
first appears. The vicious. movies, 
accompanied by the same type of ad- 
vertising and the same type of TV 
(movies in the home), immoral books,

Teach children to notice God's wonders

N JW that the days are growing short, the younger 
members of the family are more likely to be outside after 


dark than during the summer months. We might very 


well, then, use their renewed experience of seeing a star- 
filled sky as the occasion for reading Psalm 8 to them, 
and of helping them to pray it and learn it. For tradition 
has often pictured King David as first composing this 
Psalm when, as a shepherd-boy, he watched over his flock 
by night and gazed with awe and wonder at the glorious 
sky of Palestine. Conaie 

This Psalm is beautiful in itself, and well worth the 
children’s learning by heart as a possession for life. But 
an even greater reason for encouraging them to do so is 
that it gives ‘them God’s own words in which to express 
their wonders. 

Also, it trains them in the truly Christian attitude to- 
ward the marvels of creation, an attitude which we need 
consciously to work at (in ourselves even more than in 
the children!) if we are going to be able to keep it today. 
As we all know, it is very easy to go through life seeing 
less and less of the wonderful things God has made. Weari- 
ness, worry, sickness — all these things stop us from really 
looking at things and appreciating them and praising God 
for them —.the sun and moon and stars, sunsets and sun- 
rises. This has always been true. Since the Fall it takes 
an effort for men to keep an unspoiled sense of wonder, 
and many people do not even try to make this effort. 

But today it is harder than it ever was for us to re- 
spond to God’s wonders as we should. A kind of pseudo- 
scientism tries to warp what sense of wonder we have, 
and to make us believe that, since science has found the 
universe to be so much larger, older and more complex 
than it was thought to be in the last century, this somehow 
proves that the Creator could not possibly have any special 
care for. such small and insignificant creatures as we are. 
(Young people of late high-school and. college age are 
especially hkely to “catch” this attitude, like a sort of 
weakening low fever of the spirit, for they are anxious not 
to be taken in, anxious to appear “hep” and sophisticated.) 

This Psalm is a wonderful preventative and antidote 
to such an attitude. Normal men have always been filled 
with awe at the sight of the marvels of God’s creation. 
“When I look at Your heavens, the work of Your fingers, 
the moon and the stars that You. have set up, — What is 
man that You remember him? .. .” (And this rightful 
awe should certainly stop us from any shadow of the new 
cheap modern chuminess with the Most High, — “God is 
my partner,” etc.) 


But, for those to whom God has revealed Himself. the 


Jews in the Old Testament and we Christians in the new 
— this awe at God’s marvels should result, not in spiritual 
paralysis, but in grateful praise. For we know that in some 
sense all the wonders of creation have been made for us, 
God made the universe to be, so to say, a great picture- 
book in which His children could learn their. first lessons 
about His power and wisdom and love. And this, of course, 
is as true of the wonders now to be seen by the newest 
telescope or in the formulae (Continued on page 13)

W <a 
ALK around the corner, over 
to River Street, and you’re out of America. 
It’s a jungle down there, a no-man’s land.” 
So says a policeman in a New Jersey city 
which is part of the Greater New York 
harbor area. He is speaking to a youngster 
bewildered by a first glimpse of brutal 
crime and systematic inhumanity on the 
water front. Both are characters in Budd 
Schulberg’s novel, Waterfront (Random 
House. $3.95). 
The story Mr. Schulberg tells is not 
new. Basically it is identical with that of 
oe the prize-winning film 
“On the Waterfront,” also 
his work. It stands re-tell- 
ing and re-hearing. For it 
deals with one of most 
shameful, and indeed in- 
credible, things in Amer- 
ica today; the insensate 
destruction of human dig- 
nity, human life, and — 
just as surely if less spec- 


tacularly — the incon= 
ss scionable destruction of a 


These are being wrought by a com- 
bination of factors which has proved hard 
to shatter. For one thing, longshoremen are 
barbarously victimized by a crooked union, 
which in fact is no union at all in any 
legitimate sense of the word, but rather 
a racket rigged out as a union. 

The pseudo-union, run by dishonest men 
many. of whom have appalling criminal 
records. is not interested in bettering the 
lot. of its members. It has secured little 
for them in the way of advance in wages, 
working conditions, welfare funds, and the 
like. 

Rather. it is interested in enriching a 
few who control the union, by dues-col- 
lection, by exorbitant interest on loans 
which the union forces the members. to 
take, by a ¢ompulsory betting book run 
by the union, by kick-backs, by wholesole 
stealing on the docks, by shake-downs of 
shippers, etc. 

The evil oligarchy keeps in power and 
keeps the workers in subjection by a num- 
ber of means. One is the shape-up system 
of hiring. Another is terrorism, at its re- 
latively mildest in vicious beatings and 
not seldom resorting to murder. | 

But the enormity could never have 
got entrenched, and could not now con- 
tinue, ‘were it not for the complicity of 
shipowners, stevedore companies, the poli- 
ticians (including those in high office) and 
the police. A community alert to conditions 
and insistent that its representatives stand 


for the right and: take decisive action for 


its achievement, could fairly quickly end 
an abuse which makes a jungle out of the 
waterfront. 4

In cold actuality, he accomplishes very 
little.

Will 
the movement continue? 

The subject matter is raw, and so is 
much of this book. The language of the 
gutter is frequently on the characters’ lips. 
No one who is not ready for exposure to 
dialogue with a flavoring of vulgarity and 
rankness should look into these pages. 

Quite amazing, given. the fact that

Q. How often should a 
person receive Holy Com- 
munion?

A.» While the Church law 
only compels us to receive 
Communion once a year un- 
der pain of sin, we should 
try to receive every time 
we attend Mass.

Are You Studying Spanish? 


Last week we had a word to say to 
the school paper editors. We think they 
do a very important work, not only of 
benefit to themselves but also to the rest 
of the student body. 


Now a word for another group. This is 
not a large group nor does it exist in all 
schools. However, the number is growing 
year after year and the importance of 
their work is such that it is bound to 
exert its influence in years to come, not 
only on a national scale but an inter- 
national one as well. I refer to the Span- 
ish language classes and their hard- 
working teachers. Of course, 1 am not be- 
litting the work of other language 
classes but in view of the circumstances, 
Spanish is becoming increasingly signifi- 
cant in view of late developments in 
Latin America. 

Our neighbors to the South of us all 
speak Spanish with the exception of one 
country, Brazil, in which the language is 
Portuguese. Right aeross the border from 
us is Mexico which is coming to life 
economically for the first time in its long 
history. Mexico City is one of the great 
capitals of the world and boasts the first 
and-the oldest university on this ‘hemi- 
sphere. 

At the head of government in Mexico 
today there are men of vision and they 
are determined to work for the progress 


.of their country in every way. Quietly, 


for the past few years these men have 
been assessing the material. cultural and 
spiritual resources of the land and now 
are making definite moves to exploit 
properly any advantage which is thei: 

What is said of Mexico is generally 
true of most of the. Latin American 
countries, although we must say that in 
some of them, there are governmental 
difficulties at the present time. But these 
will be ironed out and are all part of a 
settling process. 

But this is not all. The Latin American 
countries are on the average about 90 
Catholic. Here is a challenge: which must 
stir the heart of any red blooded Ameri- 
can Catholic. These people are our 
brothers in the Faith. They do not need 
to be converted. They have been con- 
verted for centuries. As a matter of 
fact, it is they who have brought the 
Faith to us in large measure. Where do 
you think the cities of San Francisco, Los 


Angeles, San Bernardino, Santa Fe and 
others got their names? 


The United States, of late, is becoming 
most interested in the Latin American 
countries and is more anxious than ever 
to establishva lasting good neighbor 
policy between us and them. As Senator 
Capehart of Indiana told me recently, 
there is “nothing more important to the 
future of the United States than a solid 
relationship with all these people to the 
South of us. Otherwise,” he says, “we 
stand practically alone against Commun- 
ism. If we lose the Latins as friends we 
will be in a bad way .. .” The Senator 
recently returned from an _ intensive 
study of these republics at the request of 
the State Department and is highly re- 
garded by all the Latin American Am- 
basadors in Washington. Vice-President 
Nixon shares the same views. 

Therefore as American Catholics we 

can do more than any others to lay the 
foundation for this important work 
among the Latin American countries. 
We are Catholic and so are they. We are 
welcome in their midst. 
«The greatest’ barrier between us 
though is the language. That is why we 
urge all Spanish language students to re- 
new their efforts this coming year. There 
is nothing which will give you quicker 
and more trusted access to the hearts of 
the Latin American people than being 
Catholic and knowing their language. 

With these things in mind Our Sun- 
day Visitor: is again sponsoring a pil- 
grimage to the Shrine of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe in Mexico City in December 
of this year.

‘Youth Week will be observed from Oc- 


tober 30 to November 6 this year. Seven 
million youth throughout the country 
and at overseas military bases will pro- 
claim this year’s theme “Youth — Our 
Hope.” 

Sponsored by the National Council 
of Catholic Youth, Youth Week has four 
permanent aims and purposes: 1. To 
emphasize the importance of youth. 2. To 
encourage youth by making them aware 
of their capacity for good. 3. To display 


the talents, abilities, and resources of - 


our youth. 4. To focus attention on the 


‘vast youth program functioning under 


Catholic auspices and to reveal the depth 
of spirituality of our modern Catholic 
youth. 

Besides these permanent aims, this 
year’s Week has two other aims: to ac- 
knowledge the good our youth is doing, 
at a time when they are generally pub- 
licized as delinquents; and to encourage 
the frequent reception of the Sacraments 
among our youth. 

To help accomplish the second of 
this year’s aims, the first day of National 
Catholic Youth Week, October 30, is also 
the first day of the Second National 
Catholic Communion Crusade. On this 
day, the Feast of Christ the King and 
officially designated National Catholic 
Youth Communion Sunday, every Cath- 
olic youth in America is asked to re- 
ceive Holy Communion in honor of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, the Mother 
of Purity and the Queen of All Youth. 

The Communion Crusade itself con- 
tinues until Pentecost Sunday, 1956. Or- 
ganized diocesan wide, the Crusade 
moves from parish to parish at the rate 
of four parishes (more or less depend- 
ing on the size of the diocese) during one 
week. In a week that a parish has been 
designated to participate, all the youth 
of that parish are asked to attend Mass 
and receive Communion each day of the 
week, Sunday through Sunday. 

National Catholic Youth Week itself 
has been proclaimed by His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII, President Eisenhower, 
the Apostolic Delegate, the cardinals, 
archbishops, and bishops of many dlio- 
ceses, the governors of practically all 
the 48 states, and the mayors and heads 
of numerous cities and towns throughout 
the United States. 

In a personally signed autographed 
letter commending this year’s observance 
of the Week, Pope Pius XII said, “‘To- 
day’s Youth can be a hopeful augury of 
lasting peace and justice to come, only 
if young people put all their hope and 
trust in Jesus, the Youth of Nazareth; 
if they make their sincere declaration of 
dependence on Him; if all their hopes 
and dreams are based on themselves be- 
ing, and helping others to become, His 
friends. Then, in Him, they will be 
united and built up together into a tem- 
ple holy in the Lord, a cdwelling-place 
for God in the Spirit. 

“This union with Jesus is realized 
preeminently in Holy Communion, and 
We rejoice that millions of American 
Catholic Youth are to receive Him into 
their hearts on the Feast of His King- 
ship.” 

The Youth Week has continued to 
grow since it was first initiated by the 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. Joseph E. Schieder, Di- 
rector of the Youth Department, National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. Last year 
750 radio stations and 133 TV stations 
were contacted with the majority of 
these carrying some program or an- 
nouncement concerning the Week. Nu- 
merous magazines, secular and Catholic 
papers carried articles and editorials. 
Over 100,000 posters and 15,000 bumper 
stickers were distributed. A number of 
billboards were used. Pastoral letters 
were sent out in many dioceses. Spe- 
cial sermons were delivered. Thousands 
of attractively arranged youth songs 
and prayers were distributed. 

This year will be observed in the 
same way. The NCCY has already sent 
a special kit consisting mainly of posters 
to over 10,000 elementary schools and 
‘2,200 secondary schools. Kits have also 
gone out to Catholic colleges through

lege Students, and to secular colleges 
and universities through the Newman 
Club Federation. 

Youth in the military services will 
also. be observing this Week. The Air 
Force, Army, Navy and Marines will 
sponsor such activities as closed retreats, 
days of recollection and Communion 
Sunday at bases throughout the world. 

If you belong to a youth organiza-~ 
tion, whether it is a member of the NC- 
CY or not, National Catholic Youth Week 
is your week. You should be making 
plans now to participate in the Week, 
And the NCCY is ready to help you. It 
will provide you with all the necessary 
materials to make your Week an out- 
standing success.

on the part of wealthy Catholic 
lay leaders has not been an im- 
pressive one.” 


HE POINTED OUT that even 
the clergy — traditionally the best 
educated among Catholies — have 
not had a well established intellec- 
tual tradition on which to draw 
and which could be passed on to 
their students. 


He said that an “understanding 
and appreciation” of intellectual 
problems -has not been all that it 
should have been on the part of 
the Church leaders. This is parti- 
cularly shown “in terms of the 
media through which distinction is 
normally won in the realm of ad- 
vanced scholarship, namely, ample 
endowments for research, gener- 
ous grants-in-aid to individual 
scholars, provision of extended 
leave of absence from teaching 
duties, and the moral encourage- 
ment that comes from a conscious- 
ness that the Church’s leaders are 
vitally interested and will effect- 
ively uphold the position of the 
Catholic intellectual.” 

Two additional reasons for the 
lack of notable impression of 
Catholics in the intellectual life of 
the United States are what Father 
Ellis calls the “Betrayal of that 
which is peculiarly their own” and 
their “betrayal of one another.” 


The scholastic revival of phi- 
losophy on such campuses as the 
University of Chicago, Princeton, 
and the University of Virginia 
at Charlottesville have enlisted 
many enthusiastic and hardwork- 
ing scholars. At the same time 
Catholic universities have been 
spreading themselyes thin in an 
effort. to match secular univers- 
ities in all fields of endeavor and 
have “sorely neglected” the sub- 
jects “in which they could, and 
should, make a unique contribu- 
tion.” 


What Father Ellis describes as 
the “betrayal of one another” is 
the development in recent years 
“of mumerous and competing 
graduate schools, none of which is 
adequately eadowed and few of 
which have the trained personnel, 
the equipment in libraries and 
laboratories, and the professional 
wage scales to warrant their am- 
bitious undertakings.” And _ the
